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PUBLISHER'S NOTE 


There are over 80 Topic Collections in the Mass-Observation Archive at the 
University of Sussex covering issues ranging from Anti-Semitism and 
Commodities to Leisure and Work. These represent surveys and 
investigations carried out by Mass-Observation mainly between 1937 and 
1949, with some later files for the 1960s and 1970s. 


Together with the Worktown Collection these represent the raw material of 
the Mass-Observation Archive. Some of this was worked up into a polished 
form in the Publications which appear in Part 1 of this project. Brief details 
also appeared in the File Reports, some of which have been published in 
microfiche. But this is the first time that Topic Collections have been 
published in their entirety, giving scholars an opportunity to re-examine and 
re-interpret the extensive evidence that was gathered in the form of 
transcribed conversations, questionnaires, ‘overheards’ (literally overheard 
remarks), and reports. The files are also an important source of ephemeral 
evidence as- observers gathered many pertinent pamphlets, leaflets, news 
cuttings and other evidence (including transcribed graffiti). 


Coverage of the Topic Collections commenced with Part 4 and 5 of this 
project, which focussed on social welfare and living conditions, covering: 
Reconstruction, Family Planning, Health, Day Nurseries, Adult & Higher 
Education, Post-War Hopes, Public Administration & Social Services in 
Wartime, Beveridge Report Surveys, Housing, Work, Fuel and Food. 


Parts 6-8 offered material on the Home Front During World War Il, and topics 
such as: Evacuation, Youth, Children & Education, Women in Wartime, Anti- 
Semitism, Air-Raids, Propaganda & Morale, the 1940 London Survey, 
Conscientious Objection, Pacifism, Forces, Gas Masks and Dogs in Wartime. 


Parts 9-11 dealt with life in Britain from 1937 to 1965, covering Shopping & 
self-image; Leisure & Entertainment; and Industry & Social Conditions. 


This twelfth part makes available Mass-Observation’s surveys of Sexual 
Behaviour from 1939 to 1950, including the detailed evidence gathered 
for their controversial ‘Little Kinsey’ report. 


Leonard England, Director of Mass-Observation in 1950, noted: 

“For many years Mass-Observation has been anxious to find out in this 
country not merely what the mass of people do about sex, but also what they 
say about it, and it has always believed that the first survey in a field that is 


almost entirely neglected in Britain should attempt to outline both habit and 
attitude...” 


They explored such taboo topics as masturbation and venereal disease with 
some trepidation, but generally found members of the public across a wide 
spectrum willing and ready to talk about sex. Their main 1949 survey asked: 


“1(a) Do you think that standards of sexual morality are at the moment in a 
process of change or not? 


(b) (If yes) What changes do you think are taking place? 
(c) Would you say these changes are, on the whole, for the better or worse? 


What are your feelings generally about marriage? 

What is your attitude to pre-marital sexual intercourse? 
What is your attitude to extra-marital sexual intercourse ? 
What is your attitude to divorce? 

What is your attitude to prostitution? 

What is your attitude to sex education? 

What is your attitude to birth control?”

Later variants addressed more personal issues: 

“17a Had you already had sexual intercourse with your husband/wife before 
you were married? 

b (IF YES) How usual was it for you to experience a sexual climax in these 
cases? : | 

c (IF NO) If you wanted to have sexual intercourse with your husband/wife 
before you were married, what was it that held you back?” 


As always, the interest is not so much in the statistical tabulation of such 
responses, revealing that “women approve of marriage far more than men’, 
and that “middle-class people tend to be slightly more in favour of divorce, 
prostitution, extra-marital relationships etc and young people slightly more 
than older ones”, but much more in the specific responses. These reveal 
much about individual attitudes to morality and point to the onset of a more 
secular age. 


The clustering together of some of the responses is also revealing. In one 
box, 120 responses from teachers are followed by 150 from clergymen and 
110 from doctors. The pragmatic attitude of many of the doctors who dealt 
with many of the ensuing problems first-hand is in clear contrast to the 
aspirational or dogmatic responses of teachers and clergy. 


The responses witness a nation in transition. 

“Well within living memory, it was perfectly possible for a girl to be married in 
this country without knowing the difference between male and female bodies. 
It was quite normal, too, for a bride to go to the altar a virgin. ... Yet within 
another decade we were in the hothouse world of the pill and miniskirt, flower 
power and the Beatles.” (Godfrey Smith writing in The Sunday Times, 4 Sept 
2005, on the Little Kinsey Report).

I Always Believed ov Jesus, and Yet I

DEPEND upon it, if this is what you say, or think, 
ou are completely mistaken.

You may have believed a great 
deal about the Lord Jesus, but you have never 
really believed in Him. You have never received 
His glorious Gospel or bas would be saved. What 
about the Lord Jesus do you believe? “I believe 
that He died on Calvary for sinners.” Believi 


ving - 
that won’t do you any good. Do you believe that 


He bied, and suffered, and died on account of your 
sins? If you did, you would see that there was 
no reason why you should be afraid of meeting God. 
[f you did, you would know from the Word that 
you have eternal life, and would not come into 
2 aay on account of your sins. No one can 
ieve on the Lord Jesus Christ without bei 
saved, for He has declared : “‘ Whosoever believ 
in Him shall receive remission of sins” (Acts 
10. 43); “ All that believe are justified from all 
things *’ (Acts 13. 38; 39); “ He that believeth on 
Me hath everlasting life ’’ (John 6. 47). Therefore, 
if you really believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, God 
says that you ARE saved. 3

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I Don’t Believe in the Right Way. 


Iy you are not already saved, you don’t believe 
on Christ inany way. Scripture does not recognise 
two ways ot believi “right” and a “ wrong” 
one. Men may s about a “living faith ’’ and 
a “‘dead faith,” a “saving faith” and an “‘in- — 
tellectual faith,” but Scripture speaks of believing 
what God says. Faith in man and faith in God 
are the same exercises of mind; the difference is 
not in the faith, but in the Person on whom the 
faith terminates. "hose who are _ lost 
through believing the Devil’s lie, and those who are 
saved are delivered through believing God’s truth. 
“The devils believe and tremble,” because they 
are doomed to eternal despair; and the saints 
believe and rejoice with joy unspeakable, because 
they are destined to bp eternity in happiest 
fellowship with the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Paul did not say to the jailer, “* Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ with the right kind of believing, 
and thou shalt be saved.” he had, the jailer, 
in his ignorance, would not have understood him. 
Paul said to him, “* Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ” 
(Acts 16. 31). Do the same “and thou shalt be 
saved.”

Must We Not Work Out our Own Salvation ? 
SucH a question is often asked by the anxious as 


well as by careless sinners. Sometimes it wagh 
in this form: ‘* Does it not say in the Bible th 

we are to work out our own salvation? How, 
then, can you reconcile that with the statement

that we have only to believe in order to be saved ? ”’ 
- When you ask, “ Does it not say we are to work 
out our own salvation ?’’ whom do you mean? 
Do you mean every person—saved and unsaved ? 
If so, you have only to look at the epistle and see 
to whom it is addressed. Spey es 1.1: “To 
all the saints in Christ Jesus at Philippi, with the 
- bishops and deacons.” They were already saved. 
They did not hope to be, they knew they were saved. 
“My beloved,” says Paul, “....work out your 
own salvation” (Phil. 2. 12, 13). They were 
already in possession of it. “‘ Your own”’ implies 
ion. They were to “ work out” what God 
had wrought in. This passc<2 certainly has no 
reference to the unsaved. The unsaved are “ dead 
in trespasses and sins,” and therefore cannot work 
out their salvation. Besides, Scripture declares : 
*“ By are ye saved, ... not of works, lest any 
man should boast ” (Eph. 2. 8, 9). 


Must I Not Pray to be Saved ? 


ScRIPTURE nowhere states that salvation is to be 
only in one way.—through simple faith in the finished 
only in one way: simple faith in in 
work of the Lord Jesus Christ. Did the Lord Jesus 
tell Nicodemus to “pray and be saved?” No. 
** Whosoever believeth in Him should not perish ” 
(John 3. 14, 15).. Did Paul, in answer to the 
uestion, ““ What must I do to be saved ?”’ reply, 
Pray earnestly for forgiveness and you will get 
it?’’ No; it was, ** Believe on the Lord Jesus 
hrist, and thou shalt be saved’”’ (Acts 16. 31). 
You do not need to pray to God for salvation ; 
He is at this moment beseeching you to take it

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(2 Cor. 5. 20). Besides Scripture says : “‘ Without 
faith it is impossible to please Him ”’ (Heb. 11. 6), 
and an unconverted man has not faith in Christ. 
Faithless prayers are _ unaccepta table to God. Why 
not put your name in the “whosoever” of John 
3. 16, and obtain the blessings mentioned in the 
Scripture ? 

Instead of continuing to pray for salvation, even 
now as you read these lines, stretch out the empty 
hand of “taith and take it as a gt Tf from the pierced 
hand of the Lord Jesus. e gift of God is 
eternal life” (Rom. 6. 23). ‘“‘ Whosoever will, 
let him take the water of life freely ’’ (Rev. 22. 17).

me s reply to the most important of all questions 
ery distinct : ‘‘ Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, ar and thou shalt be saved.” He did not say, 
‘“* Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and you will 
have a good chance of being saved ;” but, “ Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved ” 
(Acts 16.31). How wondrously a 
Numbers declare i+ is “great presumption ” 
in any one to “ go the length ” of saying shir tek knows 
that he is saved. They affirm that “no one can 
be certain,” and that all we can do is to have a 
‘humble hope.” How different this is from the 
teaching of the Lord Jesus Christ and His apostles ! 
Paul says, “ We are always confident” (2 Cori 5. 6). 
The -Apostle John says, “I write unto you, little 
children, because your sins are forgiven you for His 
Name’s ‘sake ” (1 John 2. 12). ““We know that 
we have passed from death unto life” (1 John 
3. 14). Every one who believes on the Lord Jesus 
is bound to believe that he is saved. It would 
indeed be “ great presumption ”’ a any one to 
doubt the word. of the livin “He that 
believeth not God hath made * a iat ” (1 John 
5. 10, 11), but he who believes Him has the Divine 
and unfailing promise : ‘‘ Thou shalt be sav 


Can a Man be Saved at Once ? 


Tux same hour of the night that the jailer asked, 
“What must I do to be saved?” witnessed 
conversion and baptism, and it is likewise added, 
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he “‘ rejoiced, believing in God, with all his house.” 
In one short hour the whole household believed, 
were saved, were baptised, and were rejvicing in 
salvation. 

It is of no use saying that “‘ no one can be saved 
at once,” for Scripture clearly shows that those 
mentioned in the New Testament as soon as they 
believed were saved. Some have supposed that 
conversion is a gradual process, requiring much 
time and earnest prayer. How long does it take 
you to believe what your father says ? A moment 
of time is sufficient. ~ 

Another figure is employed—“ looking.”’ ‘* Look 
unto Me, and be ye saved ”’ (Isa. 45. 22). How long 
did it take a bitten Israelite to be cured? The 
one moment he was dying; the next, by simply 
looking at the brazen serpent, he was completely 
healed (Num. 21. 9; John 3.714, 15). 

The very moment you believe in, or look to 
Jesus, as the One who bled and suffered for you, 
you are pardoned and saved. 

There is life in a look at the Crucified One, 
There is life at this moment for thee. 


Then look, sinner.look unto Him and be saved— 
Unto Him who was nailed to the tree. . 


a Have Not Repented Enough. 


Wuat do you mean? ‘“I am not sorry —— 
for my sins.’ And if you were very sorry, w 
God be more willing to save you than He is now? > 
“I think so.”” Then you are completely mistaken. 
** But does it not say unless we t we shall 
perish ?”” Yes; but what do you think is the 


meaning of “‘ repentance ”’ in Scripture ? ‘* Sorrow 
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for sin.” Here you are wrong. It does not mean 
- gorrow for sin; it means a change of mind (see 
Matt. 21. 29). This change will doubtless 

sorrow; but sorrow and repentance are two very 
different things (see Heb. 12. 17, margin; 2 Cor 
7. 9). When God calls on you to “repent, and 
believe the Gospel,’ He wishes you to lay aside 
your wrong thoughts, and believe the glad tidings 
that He proclaims to you. Formerly you may have 
imagined that you required to feel very sorry before 
being saved. Change your mind. You may have 
supposed that you must first “feel” some great 
change, and then you would know you were saved. 
Change your mind. First believe in God’s great 
love to you, as revealed in His Gospel, and you 
will know that you have eternal life (John 5. 24). 


I Cannot Love God. 


A LaDy became anxious about her soul. She 
earnestly sought to “‘love God”’ in order to obtain 
the forgiveness of her sins, but her heart seemed to 
get harder and harder. Meetings were being held 
in the district, and one evening the preacher said : 
‘*Some imagine that God requires people to love 
Him in order to be saved. They begin to examine 
their hearts, and they cannot find one particle of 
love in them to God. “If,” said he, “‘ we were 
not to be saved till we loved Him, we would uever 
be saved at all; but the blessed truth is, He loves 
us. ‘* Herein is love, not that we loved 


God, 
but that He loved us, and sent- His Son to be the 
propitiation for our sins” (1 John 4. 10). The 
moment she saw that God so loved her as to give 
Christ to die for all her crimson sins, peace and joy 
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filled her heart, and she could not help loving Him 
for all He had done for her. ‘“‘ He that loveth not 
knoweth not God, for God is love ” (1 John 4. 8). 
Have you been trying to love God in order to be 
saved ¢ If so, give it up. It is true you ought 
to love God, but so long as you are unsaved you 
cannot. Get to know His love to you, and you 
will be able to say with gratitude in your heart, 


*We love Him, because He first loved us” 
(1 John 4. 19). 


I Don’t Feel Anxious Enough. 


NuMBERS when awakened to see their guilt and 
danger become occupied with their feelings, instead 
of with God's feeling towards them. They never 
seem to ask themselves the question : ‘“* Whether 
does my salvation depend on how I feel toward God, 
or on how He feels toward me ?”’ ain and again 
we hear the remark, “ I don’t feel anxious enough,” 
or “‘ I don’t feel sorry enough.” Such have read, 
or heard, of some who were in great darkness of 
soul, and they imagine that they must go throu 
a. similar experience. They are very unlike the 
woman who, when asked how she got through the 
“Slough of Despond” (mentioned in Bunyan’s 
Pilgrim’s Progress), replied, “‘ I did not go that road 
at all; I went straight to the Cross.” 

Don’t think of your anxiety, or lack of anxiety, 
but ask yourself: “‘Is God willing to save me now ?” 
Again and again in His Word He declares that, His 
desire is that you should not perish, but be eternally 
saved (see Ezek. 33. 11; 1 Tim. 2. 4-6). Cease 
x Sg your mind with your feelings. Think 
of His wondrous love to you as manifested in the 
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gift of His only-begotten and well-beloved Son. 
the ground of what H: did and suffered you 


can be saved even now as you read these lines 
{2 Cor. 6. 2, 3). 


I Could Not Hold On. 


Tus is what many a one says. In fact, it is a 
very common difficulty with those who are exercised 
about their soul’s welfare. 

**T have often tried to be a Christian, but have 
failed. Sometimes I thought I was one, but the 
happy feelings vanished, and I was just as bad as 
ever, so there is no use in me professing,”’ say some. 
Don’t you pe ‘troubled about your “ holding on.” 
What you are now required to do is to believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and the moment you 
do so you obtain eternal life (John 3. 36), and the 
assurance that you will never perish (John 10. 28). 
Then, as to how you will “‘ get on” after you are 
saved, the same Christ who saves from wrath to 
begin with, saves from sin to go on with, and will 
— eer u safe to glory to end with. “ His Name 

called Jesus : for He shall save His people 
from their sins ”’ (Matt. 1. 21); and He “is a 
to keep you from falling” (Jude 24), and has 
promised never to leave or to forsake those who 
put their trust in Him. The moment you vere

PRESUMPTION to do what? ‘‘ Presumption in 
anyone to say that he knows he is sav a But 
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if God. declares you may be sure, and tells you 
how you may be sure, would you call it “ pre- 
sumption” to believe Him? ‘“ Assuredly not.” 
fhen listen to Him : “‘ These things have I written 
unto you that believe on the Name of the Son of 
God, that ye may know that ye have eternal life” 
(1 John 5.13). Instead of it being “* presumption ” 
to believe what.God says, to doubt Him is to be 
guilty of the greatest sin that anyone can commit. 

‘* But I cannot say that 1 am saved.” Then 
you do not believe in the Lord Jesus Christ ? 
‘Oh, yes, Ido'” You must surely be mistaken ; 
for the Scripture states that ‘‘ He that believeth 
on the Son hath everlasting life’’ (John 3. 36); 
and if you are not saved, it: is because you do not 
believe on Him. | 

“1 believe on Christ, cus 1 cannot say I am 
saved.” Then you are making God a liar; for He 
again and again asserts that every one who believes 
on Christ has eternai life (John 6. 47). On the 
other hand ponder the solemn words: “he that 
believeth not God hath made Him a liar, because 
he believeth not the record that God gave of His Son” 
‘1 John 5. 10, 11). Believe and be saved. 


I Don’t Feel Any Change. 


Or course not. How could you, so long as your 
_mind is occupied with your feelings toward God, 

instead of with His feelings toward you. If you 
continue to look into your cold, wretched heart, 
you will become more and more miserable. By 
dwelling on its coldness, or hardness, your want of 
love or want of sorrow, faith or feelings, you will 
be unhappy. Peace is not to be derived from 
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looking within; it is only to be found by looking 
unto Jesus, by thinking of His great love to us 
in what He has done and suffered for us, and not 
by anything that we have done or suffered for Him. 
Look to Jesus, weary one, look and live : 
Look at what the Lord has done, look and live ! 


Though unworthy, vile, unclean, look and live : 
LOOK AWAY FROM SELF AND SIN, look and live! 


So long as you do not believe on Christ, ie 
cannot have any love to Him. You must 
believe in His love and death for you; and the 
moment you know that the mighty work of atone- 
ment has been accomplished, that justice has been 
satisfied, you will obtain: peace with God, and love 
will flow out and over to Him who loved you, 
and gave Himself for you. 


How am I to Come to Christ ? 


A Scortisu shepherd, in a state of soul-anxiety, 
asked a preacher if he could tell him what was 
meant by ‘‘coming to Christ.” “I have been 
hearing,’ said he, “* a most earnest discourse ; 
we have been urged and entreated to ‘come to 
Christ ;’ I felt as if I had: been sitting on nettles 
all the time, for he never told us how to come to 
Him. Can you tell me?” 

“Can you fly to Him ?” inquired the preacher. 
** No, I cannot do that.” ‘“‘ Can you walk on your 
feet to Him?” “No.” The Gospeller told him 
that Christ, though in Heaven, was beside him on 
earth, loving him with a deep, , and tender 
love, ony anxious to save him. He was shown 
that with his mind and heart, and not with his body, 


he was to go to Jesus—in other words, he was to 
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believe on Him who died that he might live. “Is 
that it? Isitso simple? I see it now,’ said the 
seeking soul, and believing on the Lord Jesus Christ 
as his Saviour, he went on his way rejoicing. 
Have you come to Christ? If not, come to 
Him now. Believe in His love and death for you, 
and you will know, on the authority of Him who 
cannot lie, that you are saved, have eternal life, 
and will never perish (John 5. 24). ) 


I Cannot Realise It. 


Wuat do you mean? “I see that Christ died for 
me. I know that God is perfectly satisfied with 
what He has done; but, somehow or other, I 
cannot realise that I have everlasting life.”’ 

Your mistake is you are taken up with the 
realisings of your mind instead of with the realities 
of God's salvation. Suppose for some crime you 
were sentenced to a term of imprisonment, with the 
option of paying a large penalty. A friend pays 
the amount in full, and brings you a receipt; - 
would you then fear being sent to jail? ‘‘.No.” 
Why not? Because of your ‘“realisings’’ or 
‘“‘graspings?”’ ‘‘ No.’ Why would you not be 
afraid? ‘‘ Because the. ransom had been paid.”
